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PREFACE. 


The following Work is {he Second of n, short Series ■which 
I have undertaken with the view of facilitating the study 
of the Latin language. Its object is to furnish a Latin 
Reading Book suitahle for Beginners, sufScient in quantity 
while interesting and instractive in matter, so as to pre- 
pare them to read Ctesar or anj' other classical author 
with advantage and profit. No one, who has had much 
experience in examining hoys, can have failed to notice 
how few acquire any degree of facility in translating a 
Latin passage which they have not previousl}’ seen. This 
arises, not only from their having read too little, but also 
from their beginning to read the classical authors too soon. 
It should bo recollected that the gi-eat works of antiquity 
■^vero wiitten for men and not for boys, and that hence 
young people find it difficxilt to understand and enjoy 
them. The modem practice of placing Caisar’s Commen- 
taries, for instance, in a boy’s hands after he has pain- 
fully -worked his waj' through a meagre Delectus or 
Exercise-book, is attended wdth the most injuiious con- 
sequences. Tfiie transition is too great and too abmpt. 
Tie finds the language puzzling and the subject uninterest- 
ing ; he meets at the very threshold all the difficulties of 
the ohJiqiia oratio ; and ho knows next to nothing of ancient 
geography, Roman history, and antiquities. Consequently 
his progress is not only slow, but ho conceives a positive 
avoi-sion to the study. Our forefathers acted more wisol3' ; 
and in the Gennan schools it is still the custom to cany

the pii^hls through one or even two Reading-books, before 
humching them into the difficulties of an ancient classical 
writer. It v/ouhl be considered preposterous, in teaching 
boys of ten or twelve years of ago the English language, 
to employ for the puj-posc Clarendon’s ‘ History of the 
Rebellion ’ or Gibbon’s ‘ Decline and Fall of the Roman 
Empire ; ’ but yet a similar plan is adopted in teaching 
Latin, 

If we tvish boys to read Latin tvitb facility, wo must 
provide them with the right kind of books. The language 
must be easy, and the subjects suitable to their capacity ; 
while the information conveyed should prepare them to 
understand the ancient writers, who lived under a different 
fonn of civilization and professed a different religion. 
This has been attempted in the present IVork, which, it 
is believed, null not oulj' prove interesting and intelligible 
to young people, bxit a^uII seiwe as an introduction to a 
Imowledgo of Ancient htytbology and Geography, of 
Roman History and Antiquities. The first four sections 
(the Fables, Anecdotes, Mjdhology, and Geography) are 
mainly taken, though with numerous alterations and 
additions (espeoiallj" in the fi.rst three) from the ‘ Latei- 
nisches Elementarhucli ’ of Jacobs and Doring; but the 
most important pai"t — the Roman Histoiy — has been de- 
rived from Lhomond’s ‘ Do Vii-is IlRxstribus Urbis Romae,’ 
which is very superior to Jacobs and Doring’s meagre 
epitome of Roman history, and presents a graphic picture 
ot the groat men of Romo fi'om the earliest times to the 
death of Augustus. It contains the most interesting 
stories related by Livj’-, Yalerius Maximus, Floras, and 
other ancient writer's, and is j)robably better adapted for 
Beginners than anv other work of the land which has 
hithei’to appeared. 
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Tho Notes upon tlie earlier sections are chiefly gramjua- 
tical and elementary. Those upon the Eoman History 
refer piincipally to the subject-matter; and in order to 
assist the pupil in this portion of the book, a Chronological 
Table is added, and a hncf account is given of the political 
and military Antiquities of Koine. 

It is recommended that this Work should be used in 
conjunclion with the First Part of the ‘ Principia Latina,’ 
and not he postponed till the pupil has finished the latter. 
As soon as he has leamt thoroughly tho Declensions and 
Conjugations, and can translate the simplest sentences, it 
is important to diversify tho somewhat dry and tedious 
work of the Delectus and Exercise-hook, by giving him 
connected passages containing interesting and instructive 
matter. The section on Geography, though printed before 
tho Koman History, had either better be postponed till 
the latter has been finished, or else be read occasionally, 
acoompanied rvith an Ancient Atlas. 
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THIED EDITION. 

Severai, improvements have been made in the proseni 
edition. The text has been coiTected in a few places ; 
an account of the Eoman Calendar, Jlonej, and Names 
has been added to the chapter on Eoman Antiqui- 
ties; and in particular a new DicrioxARY has been pre- 
pared, in which all words omitted in the previous Edition 
are inserted ; the perfects and supines are added in their 
alphabetical places, whenever they present anj’ irregularity 
in form ; and an explanation is given of various words and 
phrases. It is believed that the Dictionaiy, in its present 
form, Avill increase the value and usefulness of the boolc, 
as great pains have been taken to prevent the omission r>f 
any word occurring in the text.

8. Albam longam. Tin's was an an- 
cient city of Latiuin. It received 
the name of Longa because it oc- 
cupied a long and narrow ridge 
running out from Lions Albanus, 
now jTonle Cavo, 

ojua poster!. The successive Icings 
of Alba after this Silvius, and up 
to Silvius Procas, .all had the 
surname of Silvius. 

5. Silvius Procas. He w.as the twelfth 
king of Alba from Silvius, son of 
AenCias, previously mentioned as 
the successor of Ascanius. 

Vestao Saoerdotem. The priest- 
esses of Vesta, c.alled the Vestal 
Virgins, were the presoiTers of 
the sacred lire of "Vesta. They 
were in number sis. Their chief 
office was to watch by turns, night 
and day, the eternal fire whicli 
burned on the altar of Vesta, and 
the extinction of which was em- 
blem.atic of the extinction of the 
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state. A vestal who violated her 
vows w.as buried alive. They were, 
however, permitted to marry after 
a service of thirty years ; but this 
privilege was nirely taken advan- 
t,ige of, as it was considered omin- 
ous of evil and unh.appiness. 
Tiberim. The Tiber rises in the 
Apennines, and, after a course of 
•about 250 miles, enters the Lledi- 
terranean b)' two mouths near the 
touTi of Ostia, which derives it-s 
name from being near the mouths 
(ostia) of the Tiber. It separates 
Latium from Etruria or Tuswiny, 
passing tlmough the city of Romo 
itself. It w.as originally called 
Albula from its clc.ar (.albus) wa- 
ters ; and (according to Livy) re- 
ceived its name of Tiber from Ti- 
berinus Silvius, one of the Alb.au 
kings, avho av.as droivned in it.

8. auspicia ... augurio, Atispicia 

properly mean divination bymeans 
of birds (from avis and specie). 
Auspicium and augurium were 
nearly - synonymous ; indeed, the 
first part of the latter word is 
also supposed to bo derived from 
avis. There were, however, other 
species of augury besides observing 
the flight and songs of birds, and 
their mode of consuming their 
food, such as the observation of 
thunder, lightning, and other n.a- 
tunal phenomena, 
augurio victor. Supply factus. 
vallum, an earthen rampart. 

9. Asylum. An Asylum is properly .a 

place avhere a person can talie 
refuge with the privilege of not 
being airested. The est.abli.sh- 
ment of such places was a Greek 
custom. The Asylum of Romulus 
was on the Capitoline Hill.

10. Sabini. The country of the Sa- 

bines was N.E. of Latium. Cures, 
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rAich XTas its chief town, is sup- 
posed by some to have given the 
name of Quirites to the Eoman 
citizens after the incorporation of 
the Sabines under Tatius with the 
kingdom of Romulus. 

Tarpeiam. This Tarpeia was buried 
at the foot of the rock afterwards 
called from her the Tarpeian Roch, 
from the top of which criminals 
condemned to death were precipi- 
tated. 

Cnpitolium. Signifies here Capito- 
line Hill, which had two summits. 
On one was the Temple of Jupiter 
Capitolinus, called more particu- 
larly the Capitolium. On the 
other was the Arx, the citadel, 
into which Tarpeia admitted Ta- 
tius and the Sabines. 

videlicet, meaning. 

U. Fomm. The Forum was situated 
in a deep valley between the Ca- 
pitoline and Palatine Hills. At 
the time of the battle between tlie 
Romans and Sabines this valley 
xvas in its rude and natural state, 
partly swampy, aud partly over- 
grown with wood. It was after- 
xvards the great centre of Roman 
life and busine.s3. 

Jovi aefiom. This was the temple 
of Jupiter Stator (from sisto, <o 
cause io slop"), so called by Ro- 
mulus from his stopping the flight 
of tb.e Romans on this particular 
oeaidon. 

12. Senatores. The 100 Senators of 
Romulus were chosen from the 
tribe of the Ramnes. On the 
union with the Sabines 100 more 
xvero taken from tbe tribe of the 
Tities. Tarquinius Priscus added 
.another 100 from the tribe of 
tbe LucCres, thus making the 
wh'iitf number of tlie Senate 300. 

triginta Carina. The Roman people 
were divided into the three tribes 
mentioned in the preceding note 
— the Rnmnes representing the 
I.atins, Tities tbe Sabines, and the 
L'-iccrcs probably tlie Etn Kans. 
r'aui tiii'c conlamcd 10 cunae 
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13. Flaminem. The Flamincs arc sup. 
posed to have been so called from 
the filum or fillet which they 
wore round their peculiar cap 
called apex. Each of them was a 
priest assigned to the service of 
some particular god-; from whom 
he received his appellation — .as 
Flamen Dialis (priest of J upiter), 
the most important of all, Flamen 
Martialis (priest of Mars), &c. 

Cnroli sella. The Curule Chair was 
an appendage restricted to magis- 
trates of the highest rank, namely 
the Consuls, Censors, Praetors, 
Curule Aediles, Dictator, and Ma- 
gisterEquitum. It was a sort of 
stool ornamented with ivory, and 
had curved legs, whence its name 
(from curvus). 

Salios. These priests of Mars Gra- 
divus were so caUed (from salio, 
to leap or dance), because they 
proceeded through the city cere- 
monionsly dancing (ritesaltantes), 
and beating the ancilia (sacred 
shields) with spears or staves of 
a peculiar form. They celebrated 
the festival of Mars on the first of 
March.

Ancilia. The shield called ancile 
was said to have fallen from 
heaven in the reign of Kuma, who 
was informed by Egeria that the 
empire of the world would belong 
to that city which preserved it. 
In order to prex-ent it from being 
stolen, Numa caused eleven others 
to be made like it, and committed 
the care of the twelve shields to 
twelve men whom ho devoted to 
the service of Mars, in whose 
temple the ancilia were deposited. 

ad cursnm Iiunao. The original 
Roman yc.ar consisted of ten 
months beginning with March, 
and ending witli December. Of 
these months, March, May, July 
(then called Quinctilis = the fifl/i 
I montli), .and October, consisted cl 
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31 (lays, nivl the other nionOis of 
30 each. ThiiB the Romiilian j'car 
consisted of 304- da}'?, Nnniamadc 
tlie year consist of 12 lunar 
months. The ne-^t change w.as 
made under the decemvirs, who 
fixed the year at 355 days. In 
all these regulations, the coinci- 
dence of the solar year with the 
lunar w.as cfro~tod by additional 
months, called intcrcatarymm\\}\s. 

nofastos fastosquo. Days on which 
legal business might be transacted 
consistently with divine law (Jos') 
were called dies fasti = lawful days. 
The other days were iicfast{=. 
days on which such business might 
not be done. Hence jVc/aste came 
to signify unUicky for undertak- 
ing any affair. The dies nefasti 
were tliercfore (no business being 
done on them) devoted to religious 
ceremonies and feasts. 

Jono gomiuo. .lanus, the most an- 
cient king of Italy, hospitably re- 
ceived tiatuni when juirsucd by 
Jupiter; and in return received 
from the god to whom he had 
given an asylum, the gift of know- 
ing both the past and the future. 
Hence he was rcprasenlcd with 
two faces, one looking behind and 
the other before, and called Gcmi- 
nus and Bifrons. His name was 
given to the month of .Tanu.aiy, 
xvhich, ns it were, looked hack 
upon the old year, and foncard to 
the new. 

L4. Egeria, The sacred fountain of 
ligeria, into which the Nymph 
had been changed by Diana, in 
pity for her grief for the death of 
Numa, was near the Porta Ca- 
pena. 

Janioulo. The Janieulum w.as the 
only hill of Romo on the right 
bank of the Tiber. 

15. Euffetio. He w.as Dictator of 
Allja. 

nt undo victoria ... ; lit. tkat 
whence victory (should be) there 
should empire cdso he. Undo hero 
means on whichever side. 
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17. paludamonto. This was the mi- 

litary cloak worn by generals and 
principal ofliecrs. It is opposed 
to the sagttrn worn by the com- 
mon soldiers. 

18. Xictor. The Lictorswere attend- 

ants who w.alked before the great 
magistrates. Their chief functions 
were to arrest the guilty, and pu- 
nish them by scourging, behead- 
ing, or strangling. They carried 
the fasces, axes bound up with 
rods ; the arcs signifying caiiital 
punishment, the rods scourging, 
provocavit. Provocatio w.as an ap- 
peal to the people in a matter 
touching life; appellatio was an 
appe:d to a magistrate, and py- 
ticularly to a tribune. 

19. Teiontes. Vcii w.as one of the 
chief cities of Etruria, .about 12 
miles north of Rome. The people 
carried on several wars with the 
Romans, until the dc.^fniction of 
their city, after a ten years’ siege, 
D.C. 39 G.

21. Pccialis, The Feciales or Fctia'.es 

were a college of priests who acted 
as guardians of the public faith. 
It was their prox’ince to perfoim 
the religious ceremonies used in 
declaring avar and mtifying peace. 
Their number w.as about twenty, 
and the)' were selected from the 
noblest families of Rome. 

22. Snblicio. The Sublician bridge 
was the oldest of all the Roman 
bridges. It was built of wood

under the spcci.al c.are of the 
Pontiffs. 

23. Tarq^uiniis. Tarquinii, one of the 
chief Etruscan cities. 

24. cquitum centorias. Romulus had 
formed three centuries of homo- 
men, and these xvero the same ns 
the 300 cclcres whom he kept 
about his pemon in peace and war, 
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A century was taken from each of 
the three tribes, the Ramnes, Titi- 
enses, and Luceres. The three 
new centuries added by Tarquinius 
Prisons were called' femnes, Titi- 
enses, and Luceres posieriores,

praetexta. The toga praetcxta had 
a broad purple border, from which 
it derived its appellation (prae- 
textus = dor<fercd}, and was worn 
by children of distinction until 
they attained the age of 17, when 
they assumed the toga viritis. It 
was also worn by magistrates. 

bulla. A circular pkite or boss of 
metal, so called from its resem- 
blance in form to a bubble (bulla) 
floating on water. It was worn 
round the neck by the children of 
noble and wealthy persons, and 
was usually made of gold. When 
the child attained tlie age of 16, 
the bulla w.as hung on the Lares 
or liotisehold gods. 

26, matte nobili, i. e. Ocrisia, a noble 
lady of Comiculum. His (Ser- 
vius’s) father, prince of that place, 
was killed in battle with the Ro- 
mans, by whom Ocrisia was made 
captive. She became an inmate 
of the palace of Tanquin, where 
she gave birth to Servius Tullius. 

censum. For an account of the 
census of ServiusTullius see p. 1 68. 

27. fanum . The temple of Diana at 
Ephesus, a city of Ionia, was 
one of the seven wonders of the 
world.

29 Gabioa. A city of Latium, -half 
way between Rome and Praeneste. 

30. Ardeam. A city of Latium, the 
capital of the Rutuli, 18 miles 
from Rome. 

CoUatinus, L. Tarquinius, the ne- 
phew of Tarquinius Pn'seus, re- 
ceived this surname because his 
father had been govei'nor of Col-

This w.as an 
oliiccr attached to the Diefafor as 
Lieutenant, and particularly to 
command the cavaliy. 

Ecgillam. Lahe llcgillu.':, the scene 
of this celebrated battle, is a small 
lake in Latium, at the foot of the 
Tii.sculan Hills. 

Cnmas. Cumae, a Greek city of 
Campania, fonnerl}’ celebrated ns 
the residence of the Sibyl. 

9. Itlons Sacor. A hill about 3 miles 

from Home, on the right bank of 
the Anio.

10. Tribnni Plobis. Plebeian magis- 

trates appointed to defend the 
rights of the Plebeians against 
the Pati-icians. Their number was 
originally 2, which was soon in- 
creased to 5, .and nftcnv<ai-ds to 10.

From 
this marriage was born PyiThus 
or Neoptolemus ; from whom, and 
his wife Andromache, the widow 
of Hector, descended Pyrrhus king 
of Epirus.

They 
were so called because they pre- 
sided over and regulated the Cen- 
sus, a register of Roman citizens, 
and of their property and rank 
among the orders of the state. 
They were appointed for this pur- 
pose B.c. 443. They originally 
held office for a whole lustrum, or 
period of five years ; i.e. from one 
taking of the Census to the next : 
but afterwards their duration of 
office was limited to 18 months. 
As the Censors had the power of 
degrading even senators from their 
rank, and depriving an eques of 
his horse and ring, in case of fla- 
grant misconduct, the Censorship 
was regarded .as the highest office 
in the state, that of Dictator alone 
excepted.

CHAPTER I. 

Division op the People. 

The Roman world consisted of two different portions, Ita’y and tlir 
Provinces. 

A, Italia. 

The population of Italy consisted of — 1. Gives JRomani, Roman 
Citizens. 2. Socii, or Allies. 8. Latini, or Latins, d. Servi, oi 
Slaves. 

1. Gives Romani. 

Patrioii. — The Roman people consisted originally of Patricians 
and their Clients. The Patricians were divided into three tribes, 
called Bamnes, representing the Latins; TUies, representing the 
Sabines ; and Luceres, representing the Etruscans. Each tribe con- 
sisted of ten curiae, and each curia of ten gentes. Thus there were 
3 tribes, 30 curiae, 300 gentes. 

Clientes. — ^Each Patrician had a certain number of persons, at- 
tached to him personally, who were called Clientes. The Patrician 
was the Patronus, or father of his Client. The Patron defended 
the Client in the courts of justice, and was the guardian of his inte- 
rests both public and private. The Client contributed to the marri- 
age-portion of the Patron’s daughter, if the latter was poor ; he paid 
any penalty in which the Patron was condemned in a court of 
justice, and he contributed to his ransom if he was taken prisoner. 

Hebeii. — The Plebeians first appear as a distinct class of Roman 
citizens in the rei^ of TuUus Hostilius. They were originally tha 
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inlial»itants of Alba Longa, -a-Iio were transplanted to Rome on the 
destruction of that city. Their numbers gradually increased upon 
the conquest of other Latin towns, but they were quite distinct 
from the Patricians and their Clients. The Patricians still formed 
esclusirely the Populus, or Roman People properly so called. The 
Plebeians, though citizens, were a subject class without any share in 
the government. The early liistory of the Roman Republic consists 
mainly of a constant struggle between the Patricians and Plebeians, 
the latter seeking to obtain a share of the political power. At 
length the Plebeians gained access to all the civil and political 
offices, and the two hostile elements became united in one body of 
Roman citizens with equal rights. 

The Tribes of Servius Tullius. — Servius first gave the Plebeians a 
political organization. He divided the whole Roman territory into 
thirty tribes, of which four belonged to the city and twenty-six to 
the surrounding country. As these tribes were simply local, they 
contained Patricians as well as Plebeians, but the latter greatly pre- 
dominated in numbers. These tribes may therefore be regarded as 
mainly Plebeian. At a later period they were increased to thirty- 
five. 

Classes and Centuriae, — Servius Tullius also established a new 
Popular Assembly, in which both Patricians and Plebeians voted. 
This Assembl}’’ was so arranged that the wealthiest persons, whether 
Patricians or Plebeians, possessed the chief power. In order to 
ascertain the property of each citizen, Servius instituted the Census, 
which was a register of Roman citizens and their property. All 
Roman citizens possessing property to the amount of 12,500 asses 
and upwards were di^ided into five great Classes. The Pirst Class 
contained the richest citizens, the Second Class the next in point of 
wealth, and so on. The whole arrangement was of a military cha- 
racter. Each of the five Classes was divided into a certain number 
of Centuries or Companies, half of w'hich consisted of Seniores from 
the age of 46 to 60, and half of Juniores from the age of 17 to 45. 
All the Classes had to provide their own arms and armour, but the 
expense of the equipment was in proportion to the wealth of each 
Class. The five Classes formed the infantry. To these five classes 
were added two centuries of smiths and carpenters, and two of 
trumpeters and homblowers. These four Centuries voted wdth the 
Classes. Those persons whose property did not amount to 12,500 
asses were not included in the Classes, and formed a single Centuiy. 

At the head of the Classes were the Equites or cavalry. These 
consisted of eighteen Centuries, six being the old patrician Equites, 
as founded by Romulus and augmented by Tarquinius Priscus, and 
tlie other twelve being chosen from the chief plebeian families.

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ITcailcr and Ignoliiles. — ^Aftcr the Plebeians had obtained access to 
all the honour^ of the state, and were on a footing of perfect equality 
with the Pat-icians, a new order of nobility arose. The descendants 
of all per=3n.', whether Patricians or Plebeians, who had filled curule 
magi’tr.''cics. formed a cl.as.s c.alled A'o5;7t's or men “known,” who 
were s'l c.al!cd by way of distinction from IgnohiJes, or men "not 
Imowa.” The Xobile-s had no legal privileges as such ; hut their 
common interest was to endeavour to confine to the members of their 
body the election to all tlie high magistracies. The external dis- 
tinction of the Xohilcs was the Jvs Imagintim, a right or privilege 
which was r.pp.arcntly e.st.ahlished on us.agc only. These Imagines 
wore figures with painted masks of wax, made to rcsemhlc the per- 
son whom they reprc.scntcd ; and they were placed in cases in the 
Atrium, or reception-ball of the bouse. They were carried, in the 
funeral jirocc.ssiou of a roemher of their family. A Plebeian who 
first obtained .a. Curule office was the founder of his family’s Xm 
uilit.as. Snell a person was neither a Kohilif nor an Tgnohilis. 
lie was called a “ Xoiuis Homo,” or a new man. The two most 
distinguished “Xovi Homines” were C. Jlarios and hi. Tullius 
Cicero, 
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The Ordines. — ^At first the Patricians and the Plebeians were the 
only two Ordines (rsvnks). When the distinction between the 
Patricians and Plebeians disappeared, the word Plebeians came to 
signify the common people, and the term Ordines was given to the 
Senate and the Equites. Of the Senate we shall speak j)resently. 

The Equites. — ^The Equites did not at first form an Ordo or dis- 
tinct class in the state. They were originally only the horsemen of 
the Koman army. Pomulus created three Centuries of Equites, one 
taken from each of the three ancient tribes — the Panmes, Titles, and 
Luceres. Tarquinius Priscus added three more, under the title of 
Ramnes, Titienses, and Luceres, posteriores. These were the six 
Patrician centuries of equites. To these Servius Tullius added 
twelve more centuries, for admission into which, property an^ not birth 
was the qualification. The amount of property necessary to entitle 
a person to a place among the Equites, was probably the same as in 
the latter times of the republic, that is, four times that of the first 
class, or 400,000 asses. The introduction of the Ordo Egvestris as 
a new class in the State dates from the Lex Sempronia, proposed by 
0. Gracchus, b.o. 123. The Judices had been previously taken from 
the Senators, but by this law every person who was to be chosen 
judex was required to possess a fortune qualifying him to rank 
among the Equites, and not to be a senator. After the reform of 
Sulla, which entirely deprived the equestrian order of the right of 
being chosen as judices, the influence of the order was still main- 
tained by the Fiihlicani, or farmers of the public taxes. We find 
that the publicani were almost always called equites, not because 
any particular rank was necessary in order to obtain from the state 
the farming of the taxes, but because only those who possessed a 
fortune were in a condition to farm them. Thus the Publicani are 
frequently spoken of as identical with the Equestrian Order. By 
the Lex Roscia Othonis, passed n.c. 63, the first fourteen seats in 
the theatre behind the orchestra were given to the equites. They 
also possessed the right of wearing a gold ring, and the Olavus 
Augustus, or two narrow slips of purple down their tunic. 

2. Socii. 

The Socii were those inhabitants of Italy, who having been sub- 
dued by the Romans had formed a ti-eaty with the latter, which de- 
termined their rights and duties. Their position varied, brrt they 
were in reality the subjects of Rome. They firmished troops to the 
Roman armies,, and supplied money, iron, ships, and other things 
whenever Rome demanded them. In B.o. 90 they took Ui> arms 
against Rome. The civitas, or Roman citizenship, was m conse- 
quence given to them 
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3. Latini. 

The Latini were originally the Latin Socii, who were connected with 
Rome by closer ties than the other Socii. The term Nomen Latinum 
was afterwards applied to the colonies founded by Rome which did 
not enjoy the rights of Roman citizenship, and which stood in the 
same position to the Roman state as had been formerly occupied by 
the Latini. The Nnmen Latinum occupied an inteimediate position 
between the Gives and the Socii. 

4. Servi. 

Slaves existed at Rome in the earliest times ; hut they appear not 
to have been numerous rmder the kings and the earliest times of the 
republic. At a later period their numbers became so great that 
the free population was throrvn almost entirely out of employment. 
Slaves were frequently manumitted or set free. A manumitted 
slave was named Lihertus (that is, Ubera(us), with reference to his 
master ; and libertinns, in reference to the class to which he belonged 
after manumission. Hence arose the distinction between Ingenui, 
“those bom free,” and Lihertini, “ those made free.” Liter, or a 
‘ free man,” might be therefore either Ingenuus or Libertinns. 

B. Peovtsciab. 

Provincia was a country beyond Italy, conquered by Rome and 
incorporated in the Roman state, which was governed by a Roman 
magistrate appointed by the Senate under the Republic. Sicily was 
the first country made a Roman province, in b.o. 241. At the later 
tihie of the RepubRc, the Consuls and Praetors, after the expiration 
of then' year of office, received each the government of a Province, 
with the title of Proconsul or Propraetor. They were assisted by 
Quaestors, who had the management of the finances of the Province. 


■ CHAPTER n. 

PoLiTicAi. Power. 

The political power was divided between the Oomitia, the Assem- 
blies of the People, — the Senatus, the Senate, which was the execu- 
tive power, — and the Magistratus, the Magistrates, who were in 
reality the ministers of the Senate. 

1. 27ie Comitia. 

There were. three Comitia : the Cvriata or old Patrician Assembly ; 
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tlie Ccntiiriaia, wliicb compreliended all the people ; aiul the Trihuta 
or Plehcian Aspcmhlj. 

Comitia Curiata consisted of the metnhers of the thirty curiae, that 
is, the Patricians. They avcrc convened, under the kings, by the 
king himself; and in the republican period by one of the high 
Patrician magistrates, viz, a consul, praetor, or dictator. Tlie votes 
averc given by curiae, each curiae having one collective vote. ITie 
meeting vas ahvay.s lield in the comitium, which was a part of the 
forum. The main points upon which the curiae had to decide were 
the election of the king, the passing of laws, declarations of war, and 
the capital punishment of Pioman citizens. Down to the time of 
Servius Tullius, the comitia curiata were the onl}’^ popular assembly 
of Rome ; but the constitiUion of that king brought about a great 
change, by transferring the principal rights hitherto enjoyed by the 
curiae to a new national assembly or the Comitia Centmiafa. But 
while the Patricians were obliged to share their rights with the 
Plebeians, they reserved for themselves the vciy important right of 
sanctioning or rejecting any measure which had been passed by the 
centuries. The sanction of decrees passed by the centuries is often 
expressed by j)aircs audorcs faint. At a later time the veto of the 
cnriac was abolished. The comitia curiata thus became a mere 
formality ; and, instead of the ihirtj' curiae themselves giving their 
votes, the ceremony was perfonned b}’ thirty' liclors. 

Comitia Centurinta. — The object of the legislation of Servius 
Thllius was, as already remarked, to unite the different elements ct 
which the Roman people consisted, into one great political body, in 
which power and influence were to he determined' by propert3' and 
age. Their division into Classes and Centuriac (whence the name 
Comitia Centuriata) has been explained above (p. 169). The order 
of voting was so arranged, that if the IS centuries of the equites 
and the 80 centuries of the first class were agreed upon a measure, 
the question was decided at once, and there was no need for calling 
upon the other classes to vote. Hence, though all Roman citizens 
appeared in these comitia on a footing of equality, yet the greater 
power was thrown into the hands of the wealth}'. 

The Comitia Centuriata succeeded to the duties of the Curiata, 
and consequently elected the higher magistrates, enacted laws, 
decided upon war, and also upon the capital jjunishment of Roman 
citizens. Tire centuries met in the Campus Martins, a plain outside 
the city on the banks of the Tiber. The president was one of the 
consuls, and, in their absence, one of the praetors. An interrex 
and dictator, or his representative, the magister equitum, might 
likewise preside at the comitia. 

Comitia Tiibuta, the plebeian assembly, in which the Plebeiaris 
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the celebration of the Ludi Magni, or Great Games, was their 
especial function. Originallj' they received a sum of money from 
the state to defray the expenses of these games, but this grant was 
withdrawn about the time of the First Punic War; a measure 
attended with important consequences, since the higher magistracies 
were thus confined to the wealthy, who alone could defray the 
charges of these costly entertainments. After the Macedonian and 
Syrian wars, the Gurule Aediles often incmred a prodigious expense 
with the view of pleasing the people .and securing their votes in 
future elections. 

The office of Praetor was instituted in n.c. 366, to indemnify tho 
Patricians for the loss of the Consulship. There was originally only 
one Praetor, subsequently called- Praetor Urbanus, whose chief duty 
was the administration of justice. In B.c. 246 a second Praetor was 
added, who had to decide cases in which foreigners were concerned, 
and who was hence called Praetor Perigrinus. When the temtories 
of the state extended beyond Italy, new Praetors were created to 
govern tho provinces. Two Praetors were appointed to take the 
administration of Sicily and Sardinia (n.c. 227), and two more were 
added when the two Spanish provinces were formed (b.c. 197). 
There were thus six Praetors, two of whom stayed in the city and 
the other four went abroad. Each Praetor was attended by six 
Lictors. 

The Consules were the highest ordinary magistrates at Eome, and 
were at the head both of the state and the army. They convoked 
the Senate and the Assembly of the Centuries ; .they presided in 
each, and had to see that the resolutions of tho Senate and the 
People were carried into effect. They had the supreme command of 
the armies in virtue of tho Imperium conferred upon them by a 
special vote of the People. At the head of the army, they had full 
power of life and death over their soldiers. They were preceded by 
twelve lictors, but this outward sign of power was enjoyed by them 
month by month in turn. 

The Consuls were at first elected from the Patricians exclusively. 
Their office was twice suspended. First in n.c. 451, when its 
functions were performed by ten high commissioners (Decemviri), 
appointed to frame a code of haws. Secondly, in b.c. 444, when the 
Tribunes proposed that one of the Consuls should be chosen from 
the Plebeians ; this was resisted by the Patricians, and a com- 
promise effected by creating, instead of the Consuls, military tri- 
bunes (Tribuni Militum) with consular power, who might be 
elected indifferently both from the Patricians and Plebeians. The 
Plebeians, however, were not satisfied with this concession ; and, 
after a long-protracted struggle between the two orders, it was 
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euacled bj’’ the Licinian law, iu b.c. 367, that henceforth the consul- 
ship should he divided between the Patricians and Plebeians, and 
that one of the Consuls should always be a Plebeian. Accordingly 
in n,o. 366, L. Pextius was elected the first Plebeian Consul. 

The Magistrates above-mentioned were elected annually, but it 
was the practice frcqnentlj'- to prolong the command of the Consuls 
or Praetors in the provinces, under the titles of Proconsuls or Pro- 
praetors. In the later times of the Eepublic it was usual for both 
Consuls and several Praetors to remain at Pome during their year of 
office, and at its close to take the command of provinces, with the 
titles of Proconsuls or Propraetors. 

The Consores were two in number, elected cverj’- five 3 'ears, but 
they held their office for a year and a half. They were taken, as 
a general rule, from those who had been prcviouslj’" Consuls, and 
their office was regarded as the highest dignitj*^ in the slate. Their 
duties, which were very cxtcnsii'c and very imporbmt, may bo 
divided into three classes — all of which, however, were closely con- 
nected. 

(n). Their first and most important duty was to take the Census. 
This was not simply a list of the population, according to the 
modem use of the word, but a valuation of the property of every 
Poman citizen. This valuation was necessary, not only for the 
assessment of the property-tax (irihuitim'), but also for detennining 
the position of every citizen in the state, which was regulated, in 
accordance with the constitution of Servius Tullius, by tho amount 
of his property. . Accordingly the Censors had to draw up lists of 
die Classes and Centuries. Thej* also made out the lists of the 
Senators and Equites, striking out tho names of all whom they 
deemed unworthy, and fiiiing up all vacancies in the Senate. 

(&). The Censors possessed a general control over the conduct and 
morals of the citizens. In the exercise of this important power they 
were not guided by any mles of law, but simpl^'^ by their own sense 
of duty. They punished acts of private as well as public immor- 
ality, and visited with their censure, not onl}' offences against tho 
laws, but everything opposed to the old Eoman character and habits, 
such as living in cclihacj', extravagance, luxurj’-, &c. They had 
the power of degrading cveiy citizen to a lower rank, of expelling 
Senators from tho Senate, of dejjriving the Equites of their horses, 
and of removing ordinary citizens from their tribes, and thus ex- 
cluding them from all political rights. 

(c). The Censors also had the administration of the finances of 
the state, under the direction of the Senate. They let out the taxes 
to the highest bidders for the space of a lustmm,or five years. They 
likewise received from the Senate certain sums of money to keep the 
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Eoman Calendae. 

The months in the Eoman (Julian) Calendar corresponded to our own. But 
Juliu3 and Augustus were called Quincfilis and Sexttlis down to the time of tbn 
.emperor Augustus, The names of the months were adjectives, with which niefww 
was understood or might be expressed. 

The days of the month were not, as with us, counted straight on from the 
beginning' of the month to the end. Instead of this, three fixed points were taken 
in each month, and any particular day was reckoned as eo many days from the 
nearest of those points in advance of it. 

These three points were called, 

(1) . K3.lendae, arum ; iha Kalends : being the 1st day of the mouth, 

(2) . Konae, arum j the Nones : being either the 5th or 7th day of the month, 

i.e., nine days before the Ides.* 

(3) . idus, uum (/.) ; the Ides: being either the I3th or 15th day of the 

month. Thus the Ides divided the month into two nearly equal parts. 

The first day of a month being called its “ Kalends/* the last day of the pre- 
ceding month is called the dag before the Kalends (pridie KJLlendas), Thus, the 
31st of December is called the dag before the Kalends of Januarg: often written 
pridie Kal, Jan, Then the day before that is t^e 3rd before the Kalends, and so on 
back to the Ides, and from thence again to the Kones, which form fresh points of 
calculation, as seen in the following table ; —

In order to reduce an English to a Roman date, the number of the day in the 
English Calendar must be subtracted from that of the nearest fixed point in advance 
of it in the Roman Calendar of the same month. And as the Romans counted 
inclusively from, one day to another, a unit must he added to the number thus 
obtained. Thus, the 10th of December is not the 3rd before the Ides, but tho 
4th, &c. Also, as the Kalends form an extra day, beyond the month, a unit must 
be added to the number of days in the month, in counting on to them. 

Hence the rule, — After subtracting, add one for the Kones or Ides, and two 
for the Kalends. 

In giving the day of the month as a date, the Ablative was used : as, Kalendis 
Martiis, Idibus Hartiis, die quinto ante Kalendas Martias. Both die and ante were 
often omitted, as XIV, Kal. Mai., which may be either Accusative or Genitive. But 
another very common way was to begin with ante, when the Ablative became 
changed into the Accusative under its government : as, ante diem decimum quartum 
Kalendas Maias, usually written a. d.'XIV, Kal. Mai. In this construction the 
Accusative Kalendas remained unchanged, as if it were still governed by ante. 

* Tlie followmg lines contain the names of the months ia wbicb tlie Nunes (and consequently the Ides) 
lall late : 

** la March, July, October, Mar, 

Tlie Nones lall on the seventh day.'*

I'rom being originally a full pound in weight, the as avas gradually reduced, 
till a small coin became of little more than nominal value. The denarius was a 
silver coin, first coined five years before tbo first Punic war, and was originally 
equal to 10 asses. But in the later times of the republic the rmit of business 
calculations was the sestertius {sesterce), also a silver coin, being the fourth part 
of a denarius, and equal to 2 J asses, or a little more than 2(1. 

SESTEBCEg. 

Suras of 1000 and under are counted regularly: as, millc sestertii, 1000 ses- 
terces; treconti sestertii, SOO sesterces. But in expressing several thousand 
sestertii, the neuter plur.al sestcrtia was employed, with which millia must be 
understood, unless expressed : as, duo sestcrtia or duo millia sestertiOm, 2000 
sesterces. 

To express suras of a million of sesterces and upwards the multiplicative 
Numeral Adverbs, diicies, &c., are used with sestertium, the words “ centena 
millia” being understood. Thus dScics sestertium (=decies centena millia ses- 
tertium, ten times a hundred thousand sesterces') is one million sesterces, (Some- 
times wo find only deeies centena, “millia sestertium” being understood.) In 
like manner soxSgics sestertium is six millions of sesterces. 

Komah Kames. 

A Eoman citizen had ordinaidly three names, ns Marcus Tullius Cicero, Caius 
Julius Caesar. Of these the middle one was properly called nOmen, being the name 
of his gens ; the third, cognomen, being that of his family (famllia) ; the first, prac- 
nomen, or fore-name, being that by which ho w.as known from the other members 
of tho same family, and answering to our “ Christian name.” 

In addition to those, some persons had what was called agnomen, or an ap- 
pendage to the name proper : as, Publius Cornelius Eoipio Africanus. "StTien a 
person was adopted into another gens, he took the entire name of the individual 
adopting him, but appended to it that of his former gens as an agnomen, with the 
adjectival termination, -anus. Thus, the son of L. Aemilius Paullus, adopted by 
P. Cornelius Scipio, became P. Cornelius Scipio Acmilianus.
